Council urges library to 
investigate‘creative financing’ 


Sierra Madre City Council urged City Librarian 
Toni Buckner to come back to the Jan. 12 meet¬ 
ing with some “alternative” and “creative finan¬ 
cing” for a public hearing concerning the pro¬ 
posed expansion of the library in Sierra Madre. 

Buckner took nearly I '4 hours to implore the 
council for an expansion program that would cost 
the city $1,949,050, according to Howard H. Morg- 
ridge, architect from Balboa. Morgridge s father 
was a former editor of the Sierra Madre News. 

Morgridge’s “exploratory first estimate calls 
for demolition of the back house and landscaping, 
$26,800; remodeling and two additions to the main 
Boor of the library, $972,500; and future expan¬ 
sion, new construction and redevelopment of the 
existing area, $499,750. Adding furniture, contin¬ 
gencies and design and inspection, each at $150,(XX), 
that amounts to nearly $2 million. 

Councilman Bruce Crow suggested that the 
library seek grants since “the (city) budget is not 
set. It (financing) can’t come out of the general fund 
and it can’t come out of CRA. We would have to 
raise taxes.” 

Buckner countered, “We have a real problem 
to solve. Even without a building project, we need 
help. Maintenance problems have been put off. 
Carpets are frayed and lights are out.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson said, ‘ Do you 
have an alternate plan?” and Councilman Clem 
Bartolai suggested they come up with “financing 
alternative, creative financing.” He added that per¬ 
haps an ad hoc committee could be formed. 

In other business, councilmembers (excluding 
Councilwoman Lisa Fowler who was on an excused 
absence) did an about face and approved the pro¬ 
ject at 82 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. At the last coun¬ 
cil meeting they voiced their disapproval of the 
design that they believed did not fit into the rest 
of the town’s facade. By adding a strip of stones 


at the bottom of the design but retaining the rest 
of the design of glass bricks. Building Systems 
Evaluation got a nod to proceed with plans to con¬ 
vert a retail building into 40 office spaces. 

Councilman Crow agreed to the plan but said, 
“1 don’t see that we have much choice. It’s cer¬ 
tainly not an improvement.” 

Councilman Bartolai said, “The problem is we 
don’t have a standard (theme for the town).” 

BSE Architect Don Murphy said, “There is 
no detinable theme in the commercial area. The 
part of the town clo.sest (to one design) is Kersting 
Court.” 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan said, “1 think 
maybe we’ll learn to live with this (design) in time.”

Other hints, as pub¬ 
lished in a book distrib¬ 
uted by the American Red 
Cross, managed in Pasa¬ 
dena by Sierra Madrean 
Rodger Keith, are as 
follows: 

• If your are indoors, 
stay there! Get under a 
sturdy table or desk or 
brace yourself in a door¬ 
way or corner. Move to 
an inside hallway when 
possible. Choose a 
location which will 
allow you air to breathe 
in the event the building 
collapses around you. 
Stay clear of windows, 
bookcases, china cab¬ 
inets, heavy mirrors, 
hanging plants and other 
heavy objects. Watch out 
for falling plaster. 

• If you are out¬ 
side move to an open area 
away from power lines, 
power poles, trees, walls 
and chimneys. 

• If you are on a side¬ 
walk near buildings duck 


into a doorway to pro¬ 
tect yourself from falling 
bricks, glass, plaster 
and other debris. 

• In a crowded store 
or other public place, do 
not rush for exits. Move 
away from display shelves 
containing objects that 
may fall. 

• In a high rise build¬ 
ing get under a desk and 
stay away from win¬ 
dows. Stay in the build¬ 
ing on the same floor. 
Avoid using the elevators 
as the power may go off. 
Don’t be surprised if the 
fire alarm of sprinkler 
systems go on. 

• If you are in your 
car, pull to the side of 
the road and stop the 
car. Do not park under 
bridges or overpasses 
or overhead wires. Stay 
in your car until the 
shaking has stopped. 
Stay in your car if elec¬ 
trical wires have fallen 
across your vehicle. Do 
not attempt to cross 
bridges or overpasses 
that may have been 
damaged. 


Social Security numbers are 
needed by dependents

“Recently Social Se¬ 
curity distributed letters 
to all elementary school 
students to take home to 
their parents,” Mary V. 
Wilson, Social Security 
district manager in Pasa¬ 
dena, announced. The 
letters explained that the 
Tax Reform Act of 1986 
requires taxpayers to 
show the Social Security 
numbers of all depend¬ 
ents age S or older claimed 
on tax returns. 

“Parents who need 
numbers for their children 
should notify Social Se¬ 
curity,” Wilson explain¬ 
ed. “Social Security 
will then mail an appli¬ 
cation for a number to the 
parent along with instruc¬ 
tions listing what docu¬ 
ments are needed to get 
a number for a child. 

“We are finding that 


most of the applications 
are being mailed to our 
offices without the re¬ 
quired documents, or 
photocopies of docu¬ 
ments are submitted. Our 
employees then must mail 
the incomplete applica¬ 
tions back to the par¬ 
ents,” Wilson said. 

Parents should submit 
original documents with 
the application. These 
will be returned to the 
parents. 

“We are asking parents 
to file for a Social Secur¬ 
ity number for their child¬ 
ren now,” Wilson ad¬ 
vised. “This will avoid 
delay in 1988 when par¬ 
ents start preparing their 
tax returns.”

California’s economic 
growth will exceed that 
of the U.S.. expanding 
2.8 perceni in real terms 
in 1987 followed by a 
stronger 3.2 percent in 
1988, according to an 
economic report re¬ 
leased today by Sccuriiy 
Pacific National Bank. 

The stales diversified 
industrial mix, across 
and within iiulusirics, 
continues to be of para¬ 
mount importance to the 
economy’s strength. 
The manufacturing and 
agriculture industries 
will show gains during 
1987-88, as relatively 
low interest rales and 
stable petroleum prices 
will help keep operating 
expenses down for many 
California farmers and 
manufacturers, llie 
high-tech industry wdl 
also show a gain during 
1987-88, whereas the 
growth of future defense 
expenditures will 
decline. 

An overall increase in 


trade is forecast by 
Seeurily Pacific econ¬ 
omists. Until mid-1987,
